There is profit in raising hothouse 
iambs for the winter, arid early spring 
market, but the enterprise is difficult 
and full of dangers, says ah Ohio .grow¬ 
er in American Agriculturist,. It is uo 
easy matter to work against nature's 
laws, and yet this is what we are doing 
in raising hothouse lambs, But many 
artificial methods of farming contrary 
to nature’s ways have proved great sue- 
cesses, and those who have studied this 
question thoroughly find the profits 
good and satisfactory. In order to have 
lambs for any particular. market the 
breeding of the e wes should take place 
fully fije months before the lambs are 
wanted, This makes it necessary to 
breed them In the middle of summer, 
either in June or July, It is sometimes 
difficult to get the ewes to breed at this 
time, but those which have become ac¬ 
customed to do It are easily handled. 
With young ewes that have never bred 
before and with those which have al- ' 
ways bijed in the fall there will he some 
trouble, hut if fine ewes that have not 
suckled lambs for several months are 
put early into good pasture with good 
rams some of them will breed in time. 
These should then be selected and kept 
for use another season. In this way 
one can, raise up a set of ewes that will ; 
be just spited for producing hothouse 
lambs. —--- ' 

The lambs must be kept in warm 
places through the fall and early winter 
mouths. They must indeed be strong of 
constitution to stand this artificial life, 
but that all depends upon the ewes. If 
they are strong and healthy, they will 
suckle their lambs so they will grow 
rapidly. Tbe whole work thus depends 
r upon tlie ewes and their treatment. 
Keep them in good condition, aud the 
lambs will thrive. 

Slieep Foml of Daisies, 

Sheep are fond of the oxeye daisy, ei¬ 
ther as pasturage or hay, aud will eat 
them so closely as to kill them out, says 
Wool Markets and Sheep. In some 
parts of England they sow the seed of 
them to make sheep' pasture, Those 
who have fields where they prevail 
might do well to pasture them with 
sheep one or two seasons, then plow. 
,We have eradicated them by two sea¬ 
sons of liberal manuring, keeping the 
land in hoed crops and then reseeding, 
but they would come in again as soon 
as the land became poor. 

Keep the Flock Oat of Swamps. 
Sheep must he kept out of low, wet 
places. It is in these places that the 
flukeworm is bred, and tbe eggs of it 
discharged in the water are swallowed 
by the sheep, says Wool Markets and 
Sheep. This' is not a frequent occur¬ 
rence; but, as this worm has been found 
in deer and rabbits in localities such as 
mentioned, ’of^eburse sheep may be 
equally Infested, 

Sheep Essentials. 

Tbe natural timidity and nervous 
temperament of tbe sheep necessitates 
gentle treatment. Their dainty habits 
about eating and drinking must also be 
indulged as fully as practicable. No 
animal naturally selects a wider varie¬ 
ty of feed, particularly of rough forage 
and' vegetation, but two essentials are 
always exacted — viz, cleanliness and 
palatability.

To cause hair to grow in the tail of a 
horse moisten the tail with coal oil and 
next day shampoo it out well with hot 
water, soap and sal soda aud after¬ 
ward moisten it well with one dram of 
bichloride, of mercury and formalde¬ 
hyde and one quart of water. . The mer¬ 
cury should be dissolved in glcohol be¬ 
fore mixing with the water. 

Treatment For Staggers. 

This* trouble Is caused by a deranged 
state of the nervous system, the result 
of something the horse has eaten. Mix 
an ounce aloes, half an ounce ginger 
and half an ounce bicarbonate of soda; 
dissolve in half a pint of hot water, 
then add half a pint of cold water aud 
give at one dose. After the physic Oper¬ 
ates, mix four ounces sulphate of iron, 
fout ounces nitrate of potassium and 
two ounces nux vomica; divide into 
twenty-four doses and give one ounce a 
day in bran mash until all are taken. 
Repeat the above If necessary. 

To Remove Wafts From Cattle. 
Grease around the warts well with 
olive oil, then take a stick of caustic 
potash and npply to,each for a few min¬ 
utes. This Will' cauterize them. When 
the scab comes off, repeat the caustic 
Until they drop out entirely. Use car- 
bolized vaseline once a day to heal 
them. Give in tbe feed twice a day for 
two weeks a tablespoonful of Fowler s 
solution, 

Erysipelas itt SliCep. 

Give six dunces of Glauber salts (hot 
Epsom). After It has operated give in 
JinSeed gruel half a dram of tincture of 
muriate of iron twice u day, If there is 
any exudation about the swollen parts, 
apply powdered starch. Continue this 
treatment until the disease is checked* 
Feed bran and linseed mash or linseed 
gruel,- ■ • - ... .

Dr. C. C. Barker, Dead. 

From Meriden, Conn. Journal. Nov. 30. 

Dr. Charles C. Barker, one of 
Meriden’s prominent dentists, and 
a most respected citizen, died sud- 
deniy of heart disease at 12:15 
o’clock this afternoon at his office 
over the Eirst National bank. • 

He fell out of his chair and be¬ 
fore his wife could reach his side 
he was dead. 

Dr. Barker with the exception 
of an attack of scarlet fever when 
a child, has never been sick in his 
life beyond the point of a cold, and 
therefore his sudden taking off 
came as a great shock to his wife 
ail( I bis great number of friends in 
this city, .who have been accustom¬ 
ed to seeing his rugged figure 
daily for years. 

This morning, Dr. Barker was 
very busy. He filled four teeth 
and made a plate for another pa¬ 
tient. Shortly before 12 o’clock he 
told his wife he was.going for a 
short walk before dinner. 

When he returned in twenty 
minutes he was apparently in his 
usual vigorous health with the ex¬ 
ception of being a little wheezy 
from asthma which had bien 
troubling him lately. 

On returning from bis walk the 
doctor went into the front office 
and sat down in a chair by the win¬ 
dow and picked up a newspaper. 
His wife then left him, but had 
hardly reached the rear room 
when she heard a noise as of a fall 
and on calling to her husband-and 
receiving no response she rushed 
in and found him lying on the 
floor face downward. 

Dr. Barker was sixty-three years 
of age last June. He was born in 
Wakefield, N. H., where his father, 
Nathaniel Barker, was a minister 
of the Congregational church in 
that place for many years. Dr. 
Barker is the last of his race. 

For over thirty years he had 
been located in Meriden and dur¬ 
ing this time bad always been 
prominent in the dental profes¬ 
sion. He was a leading member 
of the Connecticut State Dental as¬ 
sociation and for a number of 
years was president of the organiz¬ 
ation, He took a deep interest in

CORN HUSKING. 

Advantages of Modem Machinery In 
Handling the Corn Crop. 

Corn husking machines have reached 
such ‘a state of perfection that a farm 
equipment-is hardly complete without 
one. To make the corn easy to handle 
it ought to have been cut with a com 
binder. On the Common farms of the 
northwest, where the corn acreage does 
not exceed fifteen to twenty acres, two 
or three farmers can form a partner¬ 
ship and own one of these machines. 

The corn ought to stand in shock 
about thirty days and stalks be well 
dried out before husking, or there will 
be trouble with the feed spoiling. The 
busker can be run with horsepower, 
but secondhand steam engines 'can be 
cheaply bought and furnish the best 
power. Three men, with two teams, 
will generally haul all that can be put 
through the busker. The'feed, • being 
cut up very fine, will not turn water 
and must be kept under a good roof. 
Scattering a few handfuls of salt over 
oa I the heap as shredding proceeds makes 
tho feed more palatable and adds to its 
keeping qualities. 

Some stack the stalks before husk¬ 
ing, but the best way is to husk direct¬ 
ly from the shock, thus saving one 
handling and bringing the bundles to 
the machine in much better condition. 
Corn cut in time with a binder and put 
through the husker will make a feed 
equal to common hay, besides picking 
out all the ears, thus making a double 
crop, which is easily handled with 
these machines.

Silagre For Horses. 

It is not the general practice to feed 
Bilage to horses, but in numerous cases 
it has been fed to them with success. 

When silage was first introduced, nu¬ 
merous instances occurred of injury 
resulting from feeding it to horses. 
This was probably due to giving too 
large an amount for the small stomach 
of the horse. This caused colic or some 
similar trouble. This food when very 
acid should be fed to horses only In a 
limited way. Evidence is quite strong 
that grass has caused fatal results as 
often as silage. The change from dry 
feed to grass or silage must be very 
gradual. * *

Tree Growing as a Business Prop- 
- ^ osition. 

John 1 \ Brown, secretary of the 
International Society of Agricult¬ 
ure, says: "Upon any lands cost¬ 
ing less than five dollars per acre 
the growing of trees may be made 
to pay greater returns upon the 
money invested than any known 
securities,” 

If this statement be true it is 
worthy the most careful investiga¬ 
tion and consideration on the part 
of the land owners of Vermont. 
There are large areas in this State 
that will come within the limit ojf 
five dollars per acre as to value. 
If this land ■ can be profitably 
planted to trees it ought to be 
made known and the people ad¬ 
vised as to the kind of trees, prep¬ 
aration of soil and care necessary 
to insure 'a profitable investment 
and a good crop. 

Seven or eight years ago Con¬ 
gress enacted the “Timber Culture 
act”. In the^main it was a failure 
because the wrong trees were plant¬ 
ed and many of those planted 
were n eg 1 ect e d. Thousands of 
acres that were planted to trees in 
Kansas and Nebraska under this 
act, however, are now covered with 
profitable growths. The soil of the 
western prairies, according to Mr. 
Brown, is no better .than much of 
the “abandoned” soil on New Eng¬ 
land hill farms, while here the 
greater rain-fall makes it an easier 
task to produce abundant timber. 

Mr. Brown names walnut, chest¬ 
nut, white pine and the catalpas 
as tree crops that may be profita¬ 
bly raised in New England, but, 
generally speaking, what trees to 
plant must depend upon what 
have been successfully grown in 
the location. Almost anything in 
the form of a tree would appear to 
be better than the scrub oak aud 
dwar,f birch that no.w cover so 
many New England fields and hill¬ 
sides. 

The “Catalpa Speeiosa,” which 
seems to be favored above other 
trees as a comparatively quick 
money maker, is a hardy tree bet¬ 
ter known in the Middle than in 
the New England states, but adapt¬ 
ed to New England. It combines 
the qualities of the oak, coming 
quickly to maturity, producing 
merchantable sawing timber in 
from 15 to 20 years. Under fav¬ 
orable conditions a tree of six 
years’ growth should girth 18 
inches, aud 10 years later should 
girth 4S inches. Catalpa growths 
of 15 or 16 years make the best 
railroad ties known, which are al¬ 
ways merchantable, Trees 20 
years from .seed will measure 21 
inches across the stump, and a tree 
of 25 years’ growth has produced 
250 feet of lumber, board measure. 
Our authority refers to a Kansas 
land owner who, in thinning out 
500 acres of catalpa trees of 8 years’ 
growth, obtained 13,000 posts, 
which he sold for $1300, leaving 
the remaining trees close enough 
together for further development. 

The matured catalpa gfows to a 
height of 60 to 80 feet and will 
average from 2 to 7 feet in 'diam¬ 
eter. The temptation to close 
planting is an.ever present one, it 
being necessary, in order to obtain 
the best returns, to allow about 100 
square feet to each tree of five or 
six years’ growth^. It must be al¬ 
ways borne in mind, too, that 
while trees will take care of them 
selves after four or five years, they 
need some care at the start, some 
cultivation, and always a deat of 
judicious thinning out. 

The whole subject is one of deep 
moment to the land owners of 
New England, Good service may 
be rendered if those who have 
knowledge that is the result of ex 
perience along these lines will 
make it known. 

' Especially is the question of 
timely interest just now, when in 
one town In our own county of 
Windham tracts of virgin timber 
laud aggregating some 12,000 acres 
have recently been sold for a round 
sum of money to be stripped of 
their forest growth, and when, in 
the central part of the State, a dis¬ 
tinguished citizen has made him¬ 
self a beriefaetor by buying two 
mountain peaks to preserve their 
trees and their natural beau ty, and, 
to fnake them a public park.-—Ver¬ 
mont Phoenix.

LIBERALS IN COLON 


After a Skirmish Lasting Less 
Than Three Hours 


Town Surprised by the Unexpected 
Descent of Attacking Force 


Colon, N<w. 21.—The Liberals made an 
unexpected attack on Colon at 8 o’clock 
Tuesday night. The government was 
not prepared and there was little re¬ 
sistance. Over 12 men were killed and 
about 30 men were wounded. The 
United States gunboat Machias, now 
here, took no part in the proceedings. 

On receipt of the news that General 
Alban, the military commander of the 
isthmus, had started to attack the Lib¬ 
erals at Chorrera, near Banama, the 
latter detached 100 men under General 
Patino to attack Colon. This force em¬ 
barked on board a train bound from 
Panama to Colon Tuesday evening at 
Lascascades station, previously cutting 
off telegraphic communication across 
tiie isthmus. On arriving at the out¬ 
skirts of Colon, where the government 
usually maintained a small guard, the 
Liberals left the train and in the initial 
skirmish which began soon afterwards, 
Patino was killed. 

The command of the Liberals then de¬ 
volt ed on Colonel, Barrera, and they 
continued their march on Colon, arriv¬ 
ing a few minutes after the train, thus 
surprising the whole town. The gov¬ 
ernment troops at Colon were outnum¬ 
bered by the Liberals. Fighting im¬ 
mediately began at the barracks, which 
was soon taken. There Senor Jaen; a 
judge of the criminal court, was killed, 
and Senor Muskus, the district repre¬ 
sentative of the department of the in¬ 
terior, was mortally wounded. 

Fighting subsequently occurred at the 
town hall, which was also taken by the 
Liberals. Among the prisoners cap¬ 
tured by the Liberals there were the 
prefect, Guardia, and the commandante 
of police. 

Senor Paredes, the mayor, managed 
to reach the gunboat General Pinzou, 
Which Sailed Tuesday night for a desti¬ 
nation unknown, probably Cartlmgena. 

Communication with Panama was re¬ 
stored yesterday. This reveals that no 
fighting has occurred there, that every¬ 
thing is quiet and that the city is still 
in tlie hands of the government. The is¬ 
sue depends on the result of the fighting 
which Is doubtless now occurring at' 
Chorrera, nows of which is anxiously 
awaited here. 

At a, conference between Columnlidor 
McCrca of the Machias, United States 
Consul Maiinot'e, Colonel Shnler, super¬ 
intendent .of tlie Panama, railroad, aud 
Colonel Barrera, commander of tlie Lib¬ 
erals, the last named wn.s Informed why 
the marines had been landed from the 
■'Machias, Barrera promised to guard 
the city with his troops, ’ 

’Today trains will bo crossing the 
isthmus ns usual and there has been no 
obstruction of free transit so far, 

'The ne,vs of the capture of Colon, 
which reached Panama when communl- 
eatloii with that city was restored, was 
a great surprise to the inhabitants of 
the city on the other side of the Isthmus.

How to Wash Glass. 

Slip -the glasses in sideways so that 
the water touches the outside and in¬ 
side of the glass at the same time, and 
there will be no danger of cracking 
from unequal expansion. Wa’sh one 
at a time, rolling it around in the pan 
with , the ends of the fingers, or use a 
dish mop kept specially for the glass 
afid silver. Wipe at,once without rins¬ 
ing or draining. Before washing a glass 
that has held milk or a glass milk bot¬ 
tle rinse first in cold water. A gener¬ 
ous sized piece of old cotton cloth, neat¬ 
ly hemmed to avoid raveling and lint, 
is the best polishing towel for glass.

HOW TO WASH FLANNELS. 

Points to Remember to Preserve Col¬ 
or and Texture. 

Home washed flannels are nice and 
last longer when one knows how to 
do the washing. 

The chief points to be remembered 
are that flannels must not be put 
either Into hot or cold water; they 
must not be-dried too quickly nor yet 
allowed to hang about a long time Wet, 
and to preserve the color and texture 
of the wool no alkalies should be used. 

Take a quarter df a pound of soap, 
shred it very fine and put It into an 
' enameled saucepan, cover with one 
pint of cold water, bring it slowly to 
a boll, and when all the soap Is dis¬ 
solved it is ready for use. This is suffi¬ 
cient to lather two or three gallons of 
. water. 

If flannels are very dirty, they re¬ 
quire two washing waters, the tem¬ 
perature of which should not be above 
90 degrees F. Pour some of the dis- 
£ solved soap into the warm water, and 
by briskly moving the hand about it 
makes a nice lather. 

1 Put the flannel into this lather and 
5 squeeze and pi'ess it through the 
hands, but do not rub it, as this 
hardens It, squeezing it ou the right 
»' side in the first water and on the 
j wrong side in the second. White and 
i light colored flannels should be washed 
j first and then the colored ones. 

! After thoroughly washing the flan- 
e nels rinse them In warm water, and if j 
: the water is hat'd' a teaspoonful of 
e ammonia to every four gallons of • 
water Will soften it and make the flan- 
e nels feel Soft and nice. 

Ammonia must not, however, be used 
for colored flannels, for it will draw 
out the dye, If the water is very hard, 

? soften It with a very light lather of 
!t soap, and a little salt can be added to 
» fix the color. 

la All flauttels must be freed thorough¬ 
ly from water before attempting to dry 
them, not by wringing, but either by 
h passing through a wringer several 
times of by twisting them iff a dry, 
,r bowl.

WINTER IN THE APIARY. 

tSec Have ‘‘Honey to Bara** 

and Goad Ventilation Besides* 

“A colony of bees must keep up the 
temperature of their hive, or at least 
the cluster of bees, to such a point as 
would be comfortable for a human be¬ 
ing all winter, day and night, and to do 
this they must burn up a large quantity 
of carbon in their little bodies. This 
carbon is in the form of sugar or honey. 
Just as soon as this fuel gives out the 
bees will freeze. An ordinary colony 
will need thirty pounds of good honCy 
or thick sugar sirup. 

“If any do not have that much, it is 
quite late, hut not too late, to give them 
a supply. Take some boiling hot'water 
and dissolve all the granulated sugar 
it will take up and feed to them until 
you are sure they have plenty, and you 
will be delighted to see how healthy 
and numerous they will be next spring, 
ready to repay you tenfold for your 
thoughtfulness. A well built, wfirm hive 
is au advantage, as less fuel (food) Is 
required to keep them warm,” says S. 
W. Eighty in Country Gentleman. 


Big- Hive Entrance For Winter. I 

Mr. Ru'ffy, a German apiarist, former^, 
ly closed carefully all cracks and open¬ 
ings in his hives, made the entrance 5 as 
small as possible, and yet each spring 
he found moldy combs, spoiled stores, 
numerous cases of diarrhea, queenless- 
ness, etc., while at the present time, 
with entrances open full width and col¬ 
onies ready for winter by the middle of 
August, fie has excellent results. 


AVIntei- Bee Candy. 

We often get inquiries ou how to 
ma’ke a bee candy for a winter feed 
when combs of sealed stores are not to 
be had. The best candy is the Good or 
Scholz and is made in this way: Mix, 
sugar and honey into a stiff dough; al¬ 
low it to stand for a couple of days in. 
a warm place aud then knead in more 
sugar. Granulated sugar may be used, 
but powdered, or, better still, confec¬ 
tioners’, is much better.—Gleanings. 


Moving* Bees In Winter. 

Sometimes it , is desirable to change j 
the location of the hives or to remove 
them from one side of the yard to an¬ 
other. According to one authority this 
may be done any time during the ‘win¬ 
ter, for the bees fly,so seldom that they 
will forget the old location and adapt 
themselves to the new. Garry them 
very gently so they will not know that 
they are being disturbed.

The animals can be kept clean and 
healthy if these are used, and by mov¬ 
ing from place to place the manure is 
more evenly distributed. ' 

Sldnnullk and corn tend to produce 
strong bone and a large and vigorous 
hog, An exclusive corn diet is not ad¬ 
visable, for, weak bone and excessive 
fat usually result.—American Agricul¬ 
turist. 

Potato Discern and Level lltliige, 

There is some complaint that the dig¬ 
gers in common use |n the potato 
grooving Sections Of the state do not do 
good work in level tilled fields, They 
are So constructed that the wheels need 
to bo let down into the furrows be¬ 
tween the rows in order that the digger 
may get well under the hills. The Cor¬ 
nell (N. Y<) station thinks this fs a fault 
of construction that will be corrected 
by the’ manufacturers as soon as level 
tillage becomes general, and If ih bi'der 
to use the machines How on hand shov¬ 
el plowing is necessary It is' better to 
do it at harvest time, JuSt ahead Of the

Angoras In Arknnsas. 

I have kept sheep and goats here, and. 
my experience is that Madison county 
is a goat paradise, says; an Arkansas 
shepherd in American Sheep Breeder; 
The lands are cheap, the growth of veg; 
etatiou dense and strong, eoLd springs 
abound, and the flinty Ozark hills keep; 
the feet well worn down. I have rais¬ 
ed-.,130 ,pef, c6nt of kids this year, and 
most of my goats are but a year old. 
Lots, of cheap, laud for sale that would 
make, . ideal goat ranches. The An¬ 
goras,-clear the land of. brush anti 
weeds,, so we can seed to grass and 
raise sheep, cattle, horses and mules. 
The goat in a new rough country is a 
great civilizer. All kinds of grass do. 
well here. I have read in The Sheep 
Breeder that goats must have water. 
Strictly speaking, this is not true. I 
have my goats clearing brush where 
there is not a drop of water, and my 
nannies that are suckling twin kids 
are fat enough for the butcher. Quite 
a number of men are going into the 
Angora business here. I think more 
of my Angoras than any other kind of 
stock 5 that I ever bandied. They are 
the best money makers I know pf. 


) Make the Collar Fit. 

A sweat pad is undesirable, if a well 
fitting collar can be secured, says 
Farm and Fireside. It Is warm, and 
it springs the collar out of shape. A 
hard, smooth leather surface is prob¬ 
ably as good as anything for tbe shoul¬ 
ders, The fitting is best done by soak¬ 
ing the collar and then pounding any 
place or places that unevenness of the 
sh'ouider may demand, The shape of 
the hatnCs has njucb.to do with the fit¬ 
ting of the collar. 


Weaning: file Foal. 

The time is now at hand when horse 
breeders^ usually .wean the foals. 
Similarly it is the time when many 
a good youngster is Irretrievably dam¬ 
aged for lack of suitable care and ade¬ 
quate food, says Breeder’s Gazette. 
Often and often the poor littl'e foal, 
never having been taught to eat grain, 
is’sliut up by himself away from bis 
mother and left to grow thin and puny 
from Insufficient nourishment and wor¬ 
ry over tbe loss of the maternal care. 
Foals should have grain to eat from 
the earliest moment that their tender 
mouths will permit mastication, and 
brood mares should have a graiu ra¬ 
tion every day in the year. Thus treat¬ 
ed a foal misses his small supply of 
milk from the maternal dug only a 
very little, and the eating of his well 
accustomed measure of crushed oats 
goes far to reconcile him to the loss of 
his dam, '

To meet the times when dry seasons 
come frequently try the pure Short¬ 
horn breed as the class, if .well man¬ 
aged, for periods of depression, says a 
writer in the London Live Stock Jour¬ 
nal. Make a correct beginning by pro. 
curing young blood from tbe best herds, 
with plenty of bone, good backs, good 
flesh, well sprung ribs, but not upright, 
coarse shoulders, for a coarse sboul-’, 
dered one never makes a first class ani¬ 
mal. You cannot get the first rib right 
with one of that class; neither would I 
select one with a thin neck, there being 
thin flesh sure to follow unless you 
are breeding for milkers.' 

Having done this, always get a good 
sire every two or three years of a good 
blood red or roan. * Many of tbe former 
color come from heavy fleshed tribes, 
and if you wish to get- big cows do not 
have them served till they are two 
years old. In rearing the calves- in 
these milk selling days it commonly 
happens that the calf runs short of its- 
most natural food. Although it may be C/\ Hq f*1C 
supplemented with calf meal; it never| ^Ui 1 di ljs 
equals the-former. Let them have three- 
quarts of new milk for one month in 
preference to- six quarts of skim. Then- 
continue the skimmilk, if possible, for 
two months and teach them as early as: 
possible to eat a little' wheat or.' oat 
meal’ with cafe or a few old-beans (not: 
crushed), with a little chaff and a; little- 
nice hay in smalT quantities and a> few 
roots mixed with ehaff. They dm not 
require expensive feeding, but gradual. 

If- convenient, they would do best tied' 
in stalls, each getting a peaceable meaii 
and hot getting robbed by its neighbor. 

I wish to particularly impress upon; 
all of my friends'that encourage early- 
maturity, and there 1 Is nothing like it;, 
in young beasts never By any means 1 
let them lose their calves’ flesh of they 
will assuredly regret it. Start them on 
moderate but wholesome rations, stead¬ 
ily improving them:. There is no rea¬ 
son at all why a well bred Shorthorn 
heifer or steer cannot be made fit for 
market at two years- old instead of 
four, and that is tile meat which com¬ 
mends itself specially to the butcher 
and the public.
